Last ditch efforts to swamp w at 
least defer the SandWdge beach re- 
plenishment project foundered 
Tuesday as Virginia Beach City 
Council, by a vote of 8-3, adopted 
ordinances which will provide a 
way to pay for the city's one-third 
portion of the project 

Although support fw the wdi- 
nances from a nnajority of the coun- 
cil members was a foregone conclu- 
sion, a little tension surfaced when 
several of the supportos wandered 
out of the council chambers just 
shortly bef(»e the final vole. 

That was while councilman 
Robert K. Dean was reading a letter 
from Lynnhaven Borough resident 
Charles Traub UI listing his objec- 
tions to the project which has al- 
ways been controversial. 

After a relatively one-aded public 
hearing last week, what most of 
the speakers gtaiCTally sqjpoited the 
ordinances, this week's outburst 
was unexpected. 

First RJ. Nutter, an attorney 
reinesenting 13 beachfrcMit proper^ 
owners, asked for a deferment to 
change some of the wcxding in the 
(sdinances.

who has always oppcsed the use of 
public money to Kphcc the.sand at 
Sandbridge, maintained that the al- 
though the city's share of the re- 
plenishm^t would be paid for from 
revenues from the Sandbridge 
community itself, the city's liabil- 
ity could be increased. He charged 
that the replenishment, which will 
be a fedoal/state/city financed i»t>- 
ject with the U.S. Army Ccvps of 
Engineers footing two-thirds of the 
bill, is a "pork bairer project 

Finally, Dean's reading of the 
Traub letter (which had been sub- 
mitted to the record by councilman 
John A. Baum. but not read aloud 
last week), angered councilman 
W.W. Harrison Jr.. who said. "We 
had that letter last week. Baum put 
it on record. I think it's outrageous 
that you read it here today." 

The ordinances create a special 
service district in Sandbridge, estab- 
lish an additional lodging tax noe of 
four percent in the district additional 
real estate tax of six cents for each 
$1,000 valuatitm. and establish a 
SandMdge Special Service District 
Revenue Fund to receive revenues 
which will be used for sand replen- 
ishment.

If Route 44 tolls are rwnoved be- 
f(Me %vaal toll road-related projects 
are completed — and this seems to 
be the likelihood — the city will 
have to depend on state transporta- 
tion funds to fill the gi^. 

Virginia Beach wants the road to 
be taken into the National Highway 
' System, but between the time the 
tolls are dropped (expected in Octo- 
ber 1996) and the time the interstate 
system takes over, the city will be 
in a qumidary over funding for the 
maintenance and improvements to 
the road. 

After a recent meeting with local 
legislators, Virginia Beach City 
Council learned that a city proposal 
to not to remove the tqlls from 
Route 44 until the cunent ^^Hoved 
work program Is accomplished has 
little chance of passing and that to 
the General Assembly will remove 
the tolls as early as October 1993. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf, during 
a discussion of the city's legislative 
package Tuesday, said that a more 
{ffoper request would be to ensure 



that the city gets the money from 
the state to continue maintenance. 
She said that should be addition to 
the city's regular allocatiwi from 
the state. 

Obemdorf noted that the General 
Assembly should be asked to in- 
crease funding for the city to cover 
the toll road. 

Subsequently council adopts the 
legislative package with the under- 
standing that a change would be 
made on the toll road issue and on 
the request to have elected school 
boards given taxing authority. 

Councilman Robert K. Dean, 
who said he was not ready to vote 
on the package, cast the sole dis- 
senting vote. He said that the coun- 
cil had not had a public hearing on 
die package, and that he did not 
know who put some of the items in 
the package. 

Lou Pace of Hunt Club For- 
est also took issue with the council 
for not having a public hearing. He

Virginia Opera presents biblical 
tale of 'Salome' this season 



Richard Strauss' "Salome," one 
of the most challenging and 
powerful operas in the repertoire, is 
Virginia Opera's second production 
of its 1994-95 20th annivwsary 
season. This will mark the work's 
first mounting by Virginia Opera. 

General and Artistic Director Pe- 
ter Mark will conduct the perfor- 
mances to be given in the Hanison 
Opera House in Norfolk and at the 
Carpenter Center in Richmond. The 
premiere will be on Nov. 18," six 
more performances are scheduled 
through Dec 9. 

"Salome," written by German 
composo- Richard Strauss (no rela- 
tion to Johann Strauss, Jr., the 
"Waltz King") in 1905, uses the 
Oscar Wilde play by the same name 
as its libretto, translated into Ger- 
man by Hedwig Lachmann (the 
grandmother of film director Mike 
Nichols). "Salome," was Strauss' 
first major operatic success and 
began a series of notable works that 
included "Elektra," "Der 
Rosenkavalier," "Ariadne Auf 
Naxos" (given by Virginia Opera in 
1990). and "Arabella." 

"Salome" succeeded despite the 
then-current discomf(^ with the 
presentation of Biblical subjects on 
stage, as well as the shocking 
events depicted in the opera. Noto- 
riety seemed to greet the work 
whenever it was performed in its 
early years. At the Metropolitan 
Opera House in New York, it was 
banished from the repertoire after 
one performance, at the insistence 
of the company's board of directors. 
By the time it was reinstated in the 
1930's, "Salome," was recognized 
as one of the great music-dramas in 
operatic history, its place in the 
repertoire secure. 

"Salome" recounts the well- 
known Biblical tale of Salome 
(daughter of Queen Herodias) and 
John the Baptist, who was beheaded 
at her request in return for having 
danced for King Herod (her stepfa- 
ther). In the opera, Salome is infat- 
uated with the voice of Jokanaan 
(John the Baptist), who is being 
kept a prisoner by Herod in an un- 
derground cistern. Salome seduces 
Narraboth, the young C^)tain of 
the Guard, into freeing Jokanaan. 
During their encounter, Salome be- 
comes increasingly obsessed with 
Jokanaan, fmally asking to Idss his 
mouth. She is angrily repulsed, and 
he returns to his prison. Herod and 
Herodias now enter, and after a reli- 
gious dispute with several Jewish 
leaders, Herod asks Salome to dance 
for him. She does, fu'st extracting 
an oath from him that he will giver 
her whatever she wants. 

Salome then performs the well- 
known Dance of the Seven Veils 
and she asks Herod for the head of 
Jokanaan on a silver platter. Herod 
desperately tries to dissuade her 
from this gruesome request until, 
exhausted, he gives in and ad&i the 
execution. Salome eageriy seizes 
the head and pours out her repressed 
passion for the dead Jokanaan. 
Herod, repelled and horified by Sa- 
lome's actions, commands her 
death. 

Su^uss depicts this powerful tale 
in an orchestral framework that is 
opulent, exotic, and dramtuic. From 
the opening, languid clarinet solo 
evoking a moonlit Mediterranean 
night, to the powerful final scene 
for Salome, there is mounting ex- 
citement and tension until the mo- 
ment when she kisses the head of 
Jokanaan, and Herod swiftly kills 
her. Salome's music is richly 
melodic and conveys both her inno- 
cence as well as her growing pas- 
sion. The final scene is a tour-de- 
force for dramatic soprano, requiring 
both delicacy and fowtt to soar 
over the orchestra. 

The Dance of the Seven Veils is 
a familiar concert excerpt. The or- 
chestra used in "Salome" numbers 
61, and is the largest in Virginia 
Opera history. 

Sergio Vela will make his U.S. 
debut directing this new production 
of "Salome." Vela is the forms 
Artistic Manager and General DirK- 
tor of Mexio) City's Opera de Bel- 
las Artea, and currently general di- 
nctot of the renowned International 
Cervantino Festival in Ouan^juato, 
Mexico. 

Noted theater designer Hugh 
Landwehr makes his Virginia Open 
debut with "Sak>me." Landwehr at- 
tended Yale Unlvenity nad has 
taught at Williams College and the 
University of Wisconsin. 

CMtumes for "Salome" will be 
(tesl^ed by Donna Zakowska, in

her Virginia Opera debut. Zakowska 
has studied design at the Yale 
School of Drama, Parsons School 
of Design, and the Ecole Natinale 
des Beaux Arts in Paris. 

Maestro Mark has assembled a 
talented, dramatic cast to bring this 
powerful work to the stage. Dra- 
matic Soprano Kathleen Broderick 
will make her Virginia Opera debut 
singing the title role of "Salome." 
Praised in Germany for the power 
and beauty of her voice, as well as 
her commanding stage presence, 
Broderick has performed with Van- 
couver Opera, Opera Tlieater of St. 
Louis and the Stadttheater in Hei- 
delberg.. She has sung the ttitle 
roles in Dvorak's "Rusalka," 
"Madama Butterfly," "La Traviata," 
as well as "Carmen," "Le Nozze Di 
Figaro," and "Cosi Fan Tutte." A 
recipient of study grants from the 
Canadian Council, Broderick has 
performed in Master Classes with 
baritones Hans Hotter and Walter 
Berry, and soprano Inngard Seefried. 
Making his firat Virginia Opera 
appearances, Heldentenor Richard 
Kness sings Herod. Kness has been 
praised for his perfonnances at the 
Metropolitan Opera, which have in- 
cluded the roles of £>on Jos6 in

beer's "Le Prophete," and Walther 
in Wagner's "Tannhauser." 

Mezzo-soprano Patricia McCaf- 
frey will return to Virginia Opera to 
sing Herodias.

Chinese 'Scent of Ink' exhibit opens 
at Norfolk's Chrysler Museum soon 



Journey into the world of 
Chinese painting at The Chrysler 
Museum with "Scent of Ink: The 
Roy and Marilyn Papp Collection 
of Chinese Painting," opening 
Sunday, Nov. 13 and continuing 
through Sunday, Jan. 8. 

This special exhibition, which is 
organized by the Phoenix Art 
Museum from the private collection 
of Roy and Marilyn Papp, includes 
50 paintings by Ming and Qing dy- 
nasty artists from Beijing, 
Shanghai, and various cities of the 
Yangtze River delu region from 
around 1500 to 1900. The exhibi- 
tion explores the transition of tradi- 
tional styles through these dynas- 
ties. The images portray landscapes, 
flowers and Buddhist or Daoist 
deities. 

Painters of the Ming (1368-1644) 
and Qing (l644-1911Ji dynasties 
made models of their inherited mas- 
terpiece to be followed, closely or 
casually and interpreted, reverently 
or in light-hearted playfulness. Part 
of the appeal of Chinese painting, 
at least in the minds of traditional 
collectora and connoisseurs, lies in 
unravelling the various art-histori- 
cal references and allusions included 
within a painting. Although ec- 
cenu-ics from time to time broke 
sharply with prevailing styles, and 



some bitterly criticized contempo- 
rary schools or groups of painten, 
few would deny the fundamental 
value of the past masters as a rich 
and inexhaustible source of inspira- 
tion. 

As major styles of painting were 
transmitted from master-painters 
and leading scholar-artists to their 
foUowera and descendants, the inti- 
mate relationship of the three sister 
arts-painting, calligraphy and po- 
etry-grew stronger. The works of 
masters and disciples in the exhibi- 
tion exemplifies this union of 
painted image and written word. 

Roy and Marilyn Papp have, in 
the last 10 years, gathered a collec- 
tion of Chinese painting outstand- 
ing fc. it^ representation of the ma- 
jor traditions of the last five hun- 
dred years. The Papp's interest in 
Asia was sparked when they resided 
in Manila. Hie Philippines, for two 
years while Ambassador Roy Papp 
served as the United States director 
of the Asian Development Bank 
(1975-1977). This exposure to 
Asian culture inspired the Papps to 
collect Asian art. 

As collectors, the Papps have 
avoided the eccentric or the unusual 
among Chinese paintings, and in- 
stead sought works that reveal the 
richness of fundamental uaditions. 



For nearly two thousand years, us- 
ing brush and ink, and sometimes 
color, Chinese painters have repre- 
sented figures, landscapes, flowers 
and birds in an unbroken tradition 
of painting. The cohesiveness of 
the tradition was ordained early on: 
the last 15th-century theorist Xie 
He (fl. ca. 479-502) emphasized the 
transmission of models from the 
past through copying. Taking Xie's 
advk:e to heart, painters of all peri- 
ods not only learned their art 
through copying but thereby pre- 
served early masterworks and be- 
queathed them to succeeding gen^a- 
tions. 

An exhibition catalog, "Scent of 
Ink: The Roy and Marilyn Papp 
Collection of Chinese Painting," 
published in conjunction with the 
exhibition, features 176 pages and 
26 color illustrations, and will be 
available at The Chrysler Museum 
Shop.

nounced that 6,000 new voters had 
been added to the city's voting 
rolls tius year, bringing the total to 
1 62 ,000 registered voters, who will 
thus be eligible to vote in die Nov.

Few citizens are aware of the 
tremendous woric which required 
to run an election. Our city now has 
63 precincts, necessitating mwe 
than 500 election officials. At the 
tiiree-hour workshop I attended, it 
was obvious tiiat the m^jcmty of 
these workers arc senio- citizens. 

Did you know we must be at the 
polling place at 5:15 a.m. and stay 
until after the polls have closed and 
our duties completed? 

Now it is up to Uie registrants to 
vote. 

WiU Rogers once said, "AU I 
know is what 1 read in the papers." 

All he really knew was that he 
read it in the papa*. He didn'tknow 
if it was accurate or misleading. 
We have a similar problem with 
both newspapers and television. 
We are living in a highly structured 
and complex society. Ironically, 
this Information Age is irequentiy 
productive of disinformation. In a 
&enzy to collect votes, some can- 
didates have become mud-slingers. 

Today, many say, "All I know is 
what I've seen on TV." And what 
we've seen isasq)histicatedmulti- 
media blitz. The voter must shoul- 
der the burden of sorting out for 
himself/herself a resolution of the 
barrage of conflicting claims and 
assertions. A national columnist 
recently commented that we have 
not been witnessing a political cam- 



paign, but a television series. 

Even when errors in T.V. cam- 
paign commercials are pointed out 
by news reporters or television 
commentators, many continue to 
run witiiout correction. Not only 
are many ads misleading, many are 
more inclined to libel the qjponent 
than to point out a candidate's po- 
sition on issues. Sadly, these nega- 
tive ads have proved to be effective 
in influencing the voteis. 

Analysts say the public is angry 
and fhistrated this year, and tiiat 
many will vote against incumbents. 
Others say the voters feel alienated 
and dcMi't think tiieir vote mattere. 
But most commentators predict a 
big turnout in Virginia because of 
the tremendous amount of national 
publicity concerning the Virginia 
Senate contest 

Ten years ago. William F. 
Buckley, Jr. wrote an article, "Vot- 
ing Is a Civic Sacrament" for the 
Reader's Digest (October 1984). 
He asserted that it is our duty to 
detomine which candidate believes 
in the ideals we cherish, and which 
we think are in the best interest of 
die nation. I concur witii his basic 
message that the whole idea of 
democracy rests on faith that citi- 
zens will vote. 

After all, our is a government of 
the people, for the people and by 
the people. Butif more and moreof 
us shirk out duty and fail to vote, 
ours may become a government of 
the few, for the few, and by ttie 
few. Your vote is not only your 
responsibility, but a reaffirmation 
tiiat we Uie people support Uie 
democratic process.

Sandbridge project gains approval

ing costs generated from the Little 
Island Fishing pier; all revenues net 
of operating costs generated from 
the Little Island parking lot, and a 
direct conuibution from profits at 
Sandbridge parking lots operated by 
the Parking Enterprise Fund of 
$10,000 effecUve Jan. 1. 1995 and 
$20,000 annually inflated at 3 per- 
cent per year for every year there- 
after. 

All of the revenue initiatives will 
be effective Jan. 1, 1995. The city's 
one third cost of the initial replen- 
ishment, $2.8 million, will come 
from the state, a return of the 
money paid by Virginia Beach for 
the Camp Pendleton property. 

The revenues from the Sandbridge 
District are expected to pay for the 
subsequent replenishment that will 
be needed at two and three year cy- 
cles. The Corps again will pay for 
two-thirds of the cost 

Voting against all the ordinances 
were Dean, Moss and council- 
woman Nancy Parker. 

One major step remains in the 
process before the first sand is 
placed on the Sandbridge beaches: 
the dedication of 100 percent of 
oceanfront landowners of easements 
to insure a public beach along the 
entire project area. The city's legal 
staff is drawing individual ease- 
ments for each oceanfront property 
owner. Edward Bourdcxi, an attorney 
representing 227 oceanfront prop- 
erty owners, supported the ordi- 
nances. 

The easements are necessary so 
that public money will be spent on 
public rather than private beaches. 
Much of the opposition to the re- 
plenishment project stems from the 
fact that the program will help pri- 
vate property owners along the 
beach rather than the public. 

The changes suggested by Nutter, 
which consisted of a few words in 



various sections of the ordinances, 
were concerned mostly with making 
sure that the revenues would be 
used solely and exclusively in the 
tax district for sand replenishment 
and to make sure that if the pro- 
gram did not come about the rev- 
enues would be returned. They arc 
just small things that will make a 
big difference, he said. 

Pungo councilwoman Barbara 
Henley replied that the law is 
clearly written (for special service 
districts) that "the money can only 
be used for what this service district 
was set up for." She said that the 
issues raised by Nutter were ade- 
quately covered and that the protec- 
tion is already there. 

Bourdon also said that while he is 
not opposing Nutter, who had asked 
for a four-week deferment, he did 
not think there was enough differ- 
ence in the city's wording and the 
proposed wording lo matter. 

City Attorney Leslie Lillcy said 
that anyone writing the ordinance 
will come up with different lan- 
guage. He said that there was a dan- 
ger in making the language so tight 
that Congress may not come up 
with the money for the program. 

He said that the legal staff did not 
have a private interest in the matter. 
"The law says the money must be 
used in the disu-ict ... I don't 
know how we can make it much 
better." Lilley stated. 

Nutter said he had submitted his 
changes to the legal staff last 
Thursday after the agenda had al- 
ready been prepared which made it 
necessary to bring his suggested 
changes to council. 

Moss said that since the Corps 
has asked the city for one-third of 
the cost, whatever it is, there can be 
a revenue shortfall. 

Henley said that none of us has a 
crystal ball. She said that the city 
will begin to collect revenues in 
1995, five years before the first re- 



plenishment at two to three year 
cycles will be due, and the first sand 
will be put on the beach in two or 
three years. She said that the prop- 
erty owners in Sandbridge already 
agreed to a 6- to 12-cent real estate 
tax rate increase and a 24-- to 5- per- 
cent lodging tax increase although 
the city held the taxes to the mini- 
mum possible so there's still room 
to go up. 

Moss insisted that the taxpayers 
are underwriting insurance for the 
project. He read from a Wall Street 
Journal article about pork barrel 
projects and said that the Sandbridge 
Beach replenishment was one. He 
quoted the article as saying that 
peq)le were tired of sending a d(dlar i** 
to Washington and getting back 75 f 
cents. He said that he did not want 
(pork barrel projects) "in my own 
backyard." 

What's pork, said Henley, is in 
the eyes of the beholder. 

Dean then read the letter from 
Traub which used figures to show 
that the revenues from the Sand- 
bridge district would not pay the 
cost of what was needed. He said 
that even if the state is paying the 
$2.8 million for the initial project, 
it's still taxpayers' money. He said 
that the project is aimed at protect- 
ing private property. 

Henley pointed out that the pro- 
gram can be revisited every year 
with the budget 

As for the $2.8 million from the 
state. Mayor Meyera Obemdorf 
pointed out that the state never 
planned to give that money back to 
the taxpayers. It would go some- 
where else in Virginia. 

As council members went into an 
executive session following the 
meeting. Moss questicHied the right 
of some councilmembers to deter- 
mine what should or should not be 
read at the council meetings.

No, Virginia Beach's budget is 
not going the way of the federal 
budget, said E. Deaa Block, director 
dT management and budget 

"We do not have a deficit. We 
will not have a deficit, and we have 
money in the bank," he emphasized 
Tuesd^. 

Aftca- Block presented his five- 
year economic and budget fcHccast 
for the period of FY 1995-2000 to 
Virginia Beach City CouiKil, coun- 
cilman Robert K. Dean noted the 
increases in food stamps and aid to 
dqjoident children (ADQ payments 
and asked whether die city was rely- 
ing on the past history of govern- 
moit infusion." 

Hie people will become more de- 
pendent on government, he added 
and asked whether the city was 
headed "on the same course the fed- 
eral government (has been on) tot 
decades." 

Block apparently did not like the 
comparison to the federal budget 
and pointed to the differences. 

Generally, the forecast Block 
brought to council was not bad. He 
said the city government can pro- 
vide services depends directly on the 
continuation of all existing revenue 
streams and sources of all funds. 

One alarming statistic was the 
increase in the percentage of the 
population receiving food stamps 
and ADC. From around 2 p»cent in 
1985, the number of people recdv- 
ing food stamps this is close to 7 
percent and the number o{ families 



receiving ADC rme from close to 
percent in 1985 to mon than 2 
percent this year. 

Dean attributed the increases to 
the changing nature of the popula- 
tion that is moving to Virginia 
Beach. 

Although the city is in a better 
financial position than in previous 
years, that assumes that Oceana 
will not be closed and the Lake 
Gaston pipeline will be in opera- 
tikm by Jan. 1, 1998. 

The biggest shadows cast ovn 
the five-year forecast are the out- 
come of the Base Realignment and 
Closure Commission's decisions in 
1995 when the fate of Oceana will 
be decided, and the uncertainty over 
the Lake Gaston pipeline. 

Otherwise, the city is in a strong 
financial position, according to the 
forecast, liquidity is excellent, re- 
serves strong and quality services 
aie provided. 

Tlie forecast is based on the as- 
sumptions diat Oceana will not be 
cl(»ed, that Lake Gaston wUl be 
opraating as scheduled, that salary 
adjustments for city employees and 
some growth can be expected, infla- 
tion will remain between 3.4 per- 
cent and 3.5 percent over the fore- 
cast period, that the city will grow 
at qqxoximately one percent annu- 
ally (for schools 1.6 percent), 
growth in local tax revenues is 
shared equally by the city and 
schools, real estate assessments

To Zemienieuski's right, an- 
other American soldier, Jeff 
Gilliss. adjusted a plastic figurine 
sitting atop a tank, about die size 
of a bowling ball, which was 
resting on the table. 

"Peofrte that don't pay any at- 
tention to history are doomed to 
rqieat it," said Gilliss. "If anyone 
gets interested in it and picks up 
a book and reads about it, then 
our trip out here isn't for nodi- 
ing."

The proposed Sootfaeastem Ex- 
pressway, from bodi environmental

Aithor Qrilins, directs of die

it is "not nem lo anybody dds is a 



regimial project" In addition to 
Virginia Beach and Chesiqieake, 
dirough which die approximately 
20-mile road will travel, die cities

affected by die project. The Oak 
Grove Connector in Chesqieake, 
where survey and engineering wok 
is under way, will be a part of die 
system.

Virginia Beach has expressed a 
preference for the soutliernmost 
route of die five alternatives, four 
are located nordi ci Stumpy Lake 
and one sooth — which is the least 
expensive at an estimated $354 mil- 
lien and least disruptive to die resi- 
dences and odier properties along 
the way. 

The southern route. 19.9 miles 
long, would displax 177 families, 
six businesses, diree non-profit a- 
ganizations uid 1 1 oiha personal 
pn^mties. Odier alternatives would 
impact as many as 717 families. 

Chris Lloyd of die Maguire 
Group, considtants for the project 
said that for die first time in Vir- 
ginia permits will be secured from 
all of the federal agencies at one 
time. The ptoject will im;»ct a 250 
to 300-foot-wide strip in Virginia 
Be^h and Ctesapeake. Using long- 
term vision, he said, the highway 
should serve the area beyond die 
traditional 20 years expected of sim- 
ilar pnijects. 

He said that die plannera have 
made a ccmscientious effcMl to pre- 
serve die area around Stumpy Lake 
and. die EIS. he said for die first 
time, determines die nature of die

The property owners that will be 
impacted will be assisted in reloca- 
tion under die Unifomi Relocation 
Assessmoit and Real Property Ac- 
quisition Policies Act of 1970. 

From 355 to 278 acres of wet- 
lands widiin the project area will t)e 
mitigated (rei^aced) on a (me to one 
basis.

Monuments have been erected to honor the memory of the 
men and women of the Revolutionary War, War Between the 
State, Spanish-American War, World War I, World War U, 
Korean War, Vietnam War, Somalia, Kuwait and other con- 
flicts. Those who osrved in wars and armed conflicts — even 
those who gave their time during periods of peace — ail have 
one thing in comnwn; they arc veterans. 

Nov. 1 1, this year on Friday, is the day this country has set 
aside to pay homage to those men and women — Veterans 
Day. 

Yet this special observance seems to have gone the way of 
many holidays. The significance has been forgotten. It is just 
another day off for many workers. 

Yet diis is the one day that all Americans should remember 
and reflect on what it means — the sacrifices made for all of us. 
Everyone makes sacrifices throughout their lives and, often, 
we feel put upon because we have to make them. But unless we 
lost loved ones in war, shed our own blood or risked our lives 
defending this country, our sacrifices pale in comparison. 

Sometime on Friday, take a moment to think about the thou- 
sands of men and women, of all ages, colors and religious 
backgrounds who are not here today because they made the 
sacrifice. — J.W.B.

discovoed when he ventured a sen- 
sible opinion that younger workers 
should be cut a better deal in Social 
Security. 

But the general rule of campaign- 
ing must be keqi it simple and keq) 
repeatuig it. 

That said, it is not insensible for 
tnily independent votes to kxA be- 
yond the sound and finy to focus on 
what they see as signs of character in 
a candidate, or simply whether they 
"like" one person beBer than another. 
Despite what people say about 
"votingforthemanjuidnottheparty," 
close to 60 percent of die vote is 
locked in from day one for candi- 
dates representing the two major par- 
ties. 

In Virginia, diis can be seen by 
tracking support for two very contro- 
versial candidates from die incqition 
of the campaign. 

Or, itcan be seen in those elections 
where a candidate of one party is 
scarcely known and hardly competi- 
tive in mobilizing the resources to 
make an effective run. They still ^t 
roughly a diird of die vote. 

In die end, most voters still feel 
more comfortable voting for a pos- 
sible winner among the two major 
party candidates who has been at 
least competitive in paid advotising. 
It almost seems diey believe some- 
diing must be wrong widi a candidate 



who lacks die ctout to be seen fre- 
quently on tdevision. 

Can it diffinent? Yes, but you 
wcMild have to change die Constitu- 
tikm in ways dutt go coimlH- to our 
entire history of elections as a fiee- 
for-alL In reali^, diere is no practical 
way for voters to delegate reqxmsi- 
bility as guardians (rfdeniocratk in- 
stimttons. 

Is thne a new political syaem 
struggling to be bom? Many dunk so. 
Or, at teast, diey diink diere ought to 
be. 

bi a recoit major poll. S3 percent 
of Americans diink e^Ushing a 
diird political party is a good klea, up 
10 points fitxxn a decade ago. 

This state of rancid disgnindement 
is hardly new in American politics. 
When die times seem out of joint and 
die existing parties seem unable to 
scratch die itch, new faces seem 
naturally toariae,demandingdiededc 
to be reshuffled. 

Our fim real political party, die 
Federalist, arose over die intitests of 
Patrick Henry and Thomas Jefferson 
to create die framework of a strong 
naticNial govunment embodied in the 
Constitution. 

But diose ideas soon ran afoul of 
an even stronger attachment to local- 
ism and die grievances of "little man" 
in die Soudi and West 

Jefferson represented a new party, 
called Rqiublican, long seen as the 
foundation of die modem Democratic 
Party, diough die Sage of Mondcdk) 
might not want to claim paternity. 

In his fu^ message to Congress, 
Jefferson laid down die ixogram he 
saw corecting die imagined abuses 
of die Fedoalist: an end to internal 
taxes, retiring die national debt, re- 
ducing expenditures and reforming 
die "bk)ated" judkiary. 

As he said in diat first message, "If 
we can prevent die government from 
wasting die labws of die pec^le, un- 
der die pretoise of taking care of 
diem, they must become hsppy." 

When die existing political par- 
ties, by diis time called Democrats 
and ^^liigs, could not deal widi die 
crias of slavery and secesston. die 
modon RqnibUcan Party was bom 
to aasen du: supremacy, it's ironic 
that Lincoln was die spiritual heir of 
IhosegreatFederalists, George Wash- 
ington uid Alexander Hamilton. 
So, bodi parties of today reversed 



dieir histcxk roots. And despite his 
original posturing as a conservative 
Democrat, we see Sen. Chm^les Robb 
making |4ain where he now stands: 
"iMi very. v«y pleasedvMlproud to 
be working widi a presidoit and a 
vke fHCsident and an administration 
who understand die role — die posi- 
tiveandconstruciiverole — diat gov- 
ernment can play in our lives." 

There have been four great diird- 
party efforts in diis century. The first 
diree— TheodoreRooseveltin 1912; 
Robert LaFoulIette in 1924 and 
George Wallace in 1968 were 
decidely Populist in tone; the 
squeezed little man vs. the 
everfauening big man. But Wallace 
pointed to die inesent by protesting 
big government matt than big busi- 
ness. 

Widiout getting into die racial un- 
rest diat undergirded die Wallace 
campaign, Ross Perot also saw die 
fednal government as die enemy, 
and used phrases similar to diose 
Wallace had employed to claim diere 
wasn't "a dime's worth of differ- 
ence" betw^n Democrats and Re- 
publicans in dieir aUlity to deal widi 
die real cancer of deficit spending. 

Despite didr relatively small vote, 
bodi Wallace and Perot had an endur- 
ing influence. 

When and if a diird political party 
succeeds in this countiy, it will join 
the fiscal conservatism and 
probusiness rhetoric traditionally fa- 
vwed by Republicans widi the social 
liberalism of modem Democrats. 

This would ^peal to die rising 
goieraUon Uiat believes Clintonism 
is bad but doesn't want die Rev. Pat 
Robertson inside die bedroom. 

But Marshall Coleman isn't die 
first independent to discover that old 
loyalties die hard. As improbable as 
diey are for die role of "ideal" candi- 
date. North and Robb will getat least 
80 percent of die voto. 

And there many be a good reason 
for diat- North and Robb clearly rep- 
resent die only two Inands of politics 
diat have ever had much of a foUow- 
ing in America. That is. whedier die 
federal govemmrat should do less or 
more.

'I decided I wanted to learn 
something practical before studying 
more in school^ so I work fot 
I^illip-Morris in Germany and in 
the process of doing my 
q}prentk:eship there." 

It will take het 2-1/2 years to 
accomplish that ode as she works 
her way through all 23 dqxaiments 
of the company. 

"I work in most for two to three 
weeks, but one I stayed in for six 
weeks," she continued, noting the 
company was gracious enough to 
give her the time for this American 
a]^xenticeship. 

Has she noticed any differences 
between American and German 
businesses? 

Roepstorff thought a moment and 
explained, "We have a totally 
different system for business. 1 
think we have better job security, 
and like with our |xty — we don't 
get a paycheck. It is dqrasited into 
our bank. But I cm't say loo much 
about American business because 
there are many Gomans woridng 
here (at Stihl).* 

And, she added, there is an extra 
perk in Germany that American

Council questions necessity of Master 
Pian, transportation issue in particular

An update tins wedc on the city's 
transportation i^an as it currently 
exists has raised questions about 
how relevant the plan is ami 
wildher Vii;piia Beach City Coon- 
cil shoold tUnk dMut changing its 
projectioBs. 

Councilman Linwood Branch 
pointed out thtt the Masta Street 
and Highway Plan was put together 
eight or nine years ago, and among 
otha issues ««s predicted oo the 
construction of the Southeattem 
Expressway. "What hqqxns if that 
road is net butli?" he ^rnL 

Whoe is the dty gtm^ to sptxA 
its road money, he continued, and 
"is a plan advanced in 1985 and 
1986 r^vant lo today?" 

Since then, too, the city has 
learned the u^ will go off of 
Route 44, the Norfolk-Virginia 
Beach t(A toad, m October of 199S, 
putting that road in the state's pri- 
mary road system. 

Moss wanted to know plans for 
the Hampton Roads Bridge-Tunnel, 
he said, because the congestion 
diere was one oi the majw reasons 
the city tost its bid for the race- 
track. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
wanted to know what the city 
would bt doing that would be dif- 
ferent, that would reduce the length 
(tf road trips and subsequently road 
usage. 

"What are we dMng...to avoid re- 
quirements we just expand some 
more?" she aslod. 

Henley has questioned die city's 
tradition of buikii^ reads wkler ffiid 
wider shutting die roads off to bicy- 
clists aid pedestrians. 

CiWBcilman Robert K. Dean 
wttited to know whether die railroad 
plans ftv the western part of tte 
sute will tie in to the coast He 
said th^ die couicil needs a full- 
Mowa worii session and the trans- 



portation decisions will have an 
'mtpaci on die comiwehensive plan. 

Vice Mayor William D. Sessoms 
Jr. said that council might want to 
address the comprehensive plan 
first 

Councihnan John D. Moss said 
diat two-thirds of the dty is devd- 
oped, and density w(»'t be changed 
diere. 

He said it might be better to in- 
crease the job opportunities widiin 
the dty so diat pe(q>Ie won't have 
to travel so far to thdr jobs. Branch 
said diat die city can't do anything 
about property diat is abeady zoned, 
bitt should try to have less intense 
devekpment elsewhere. 

Phil Davenport on the city's 
Truiqxvtittion Committee frran die 
PttUic Works Department discussed 
how ttanqxxtation is planned. Pro- 
jecting into die year 2015, he said 
Uiat the population of Virginia 
Beach by dien should be 500,000. 

During the 1980s die city's con- 
tributions to roads was greater dian 
the approfniations from i}^ Vir- 
ginia Department of Transpcfttation. 
Now die state is contributing more 
widi a total of $315319,t)00 jwo- 
jected dirough die year 2000 while 
the city's share will be 
$311,584,945. Through the year 
2015. die VDOT total will expand 
to $517 million. 

But ance die Intermodal Surface 
Transportation Efficiency Act 
(ISTEA) was passed in 1991, die 
city has had less control over its 
uan^xxtatkHi prerogatives. 

Dale Ca^^sw, wiUi Tnui^rta- 
tkxi nanning kt die city and also a 
monber <tf die oommiuee. said that 
under ISTEA guidelines more than 
visionary plans (what localities 
would lOce to have) are required.

Wil- 
liam Bradford of Plymouth 
Colony, Mass. issued a thanks- 
giving proclamation in die fall 
of 162f. 

The first celebration of die holiday was marked by diree days of 
feastmg and games, wiUi Indians as the guests. Venison and wild 
turkey were the foods of choice. 

Days of thanksgiving were Uien celebrated sporadically until 
Nov. 26, 1789, at which time President George Washington 
issued a proclamation for a nationwide day of thanksgiwng 
Washington specified die day should be one of prayer and giving 
uianks to God. Additionally, it was to be celebrated by afl 
reupcms, helping to promote a spirit of common heritage. 

Credit for establishing diis day as a national holiday, however 
is attnbuted to Sarah J. Hale, editor and founder of Ladies 
Magazine m Boston. Her editorials in die magazine and letters to 
ftesident Abraham Lincoln urging die foraial establishment of 
Thanksgiving as a national hoBday resulted in Lincoln's 1863 
Foclamadon designating die last Thursday of November as 
Thanksgiving. 

In 1 941 , Congress adopted a resolution setting die date again on 
die fourdi Thursday of November. It has been celebrated on diat 
daycvCT since. 

Ijis Thanksgivine, let us all bow our heads in prayer and reflect 
ai the nches set before us. Let us not fwget die true spirit of die 
hohday. — V.L.E.

It all started with a simple 
vision. 

After Downing moved to 
Portsmouth so that her husband 
(chiropractor Dr. Frank Downing 
Jr.) could fulfill his dream of 
working with Dr. Catherine Sears 
of the Tidewater Chiropractic 
Clinic, sIk had a dream of her own 
to realize: that children from all 
seven cities in Hampton Roads 
would raise their voices together in 
song.

the chorus' home. First 
Presbyterian Cbiuch in Norfolk, 
and sudy from Downing unda the 
Hia^vian Kodaly method.

should be rooted in the folk songs 
of his or her own native culture and 
that music literacy — the ability to 
read music — is the key to 
fulfillment and artistry.

Rabies, once established in 
humans or animals, is invariably 
fatal.

■ Report all animal biles to 
the Animal Control Bureau at 
427-5616 or the Virginia Beach 
Health Department at 491-5940. 

■ Do not approach wild or 
stray animals, especially rac- 
coons, foxes, skunks, and cats. 

■ Insure all pet dogs and cats 
have a current rabies vaccination.

If stuping on a "powa vest," 
toting a laser weiqxm and firing at 
enemies bent on changing time foi- 
ever to suit their own sdfi^ needs 
sounds like fun to you, then a fu- 
turistic fantasy adventure awaits 
you right here in Hampton Roads. 

Some people say it's like step- 
ping into a video game; others feel 
like they have landed smack in the 
middle of a sci-fi movie. 

Twenty-year-old Mike Hoffler 
loves it amply because "it gets the 
adrenaline pumping." 

Welcome to Ultrazone: The Ul- 
- timate Laser Adventure, which 
opeiwd Friday at 2682 Dean Drive 
in Virginia Beach to a packed house 
of thrill-seekers looking to take a 
walk on the wild side. 

What is Ultrazone? Imagine 
yourself on a team of explorers. 
Your mission is to investigate 
claims of the unknown. During an 
excavation of an abandoned build- 
ing, a cavern is discovered. The few 
who have returned after entering it 
bring back st(^es of a place wha« ' 
time itself intersects. 

lliey also tell of strange medieval 
castles, futuristic communication 
towers and time sentinels who 
oversee all those who enter this 
new dimension. They also tell of 
time travellers with nM-so-friendly 
intentions. They wish to rule this 
new dimension and change time 
forever. So before entering this 
world, you and your team must 
plan strategies to protect your base 
and capture those of the enemy 
forces in order to save the worid. 

It's not totally unlike the Photon 
craze which Hampton Roads resi- 
dents remember from a few ytsrs 
back, but Ultrazone is bigger and 
better than its predecesscv. 

"The concept basically started 
with Photon, but you can call this 
10 years down the line. We're much 
more advanced — it's a very 
lightweight pack and vest, about 
four pounds, whereas Photon was 
about IS pounds. And there's 
strictly no runiung," explained gen- 
eral manager Jim Carigan. 

To be^in play, participants 
enter a briefing roran. That the 
Game Master (sort (tf Ultrazone's 
guaniian of safety) divides the play- 
ers into teams based on their expe- 
rience and explains the game's nUes 
and equipment Players are then led 
into the vesting mom, whett they 
are ouifined with sophi^cated elec- 
tronically-lit vests and lasen. 

Entering the ar»>a, players com- 
pete with other teams, who try to 
capture bases and, with lasos, de-

their way. Meanwhile, time sen- 
tinels have been activated, giving 
players more challenges in their 
quest to outscore their opponents. 

All of this is done in an arena 
expected in such an alternative uni- 
verse of entertainment: the 30-foot 
high structure houses a IS-foot 
towtf. multi-level steel ramps and 
corridors which lead to a competi-

tor's castle, a communication sta- 
tion, lift shafts, command centers 
and power stations. Completing the 
effect are flashing strobe lights and 
thunderous musk;. 

'If s years ahead of anything else 
in the United States," explained ar- 
chitect Halina Gebrvowitz. who 
has designed SO such laser arenas 
throughout the world. There are 
only eight Ultrazones in America; 
the only other one in Virginia, lo- 
cated in Richmcmd, opened this 
spring. 

"It's really addictive," exclaimed 
Carigan, thrilled by the ov»whelm- 
ing crowd which turned out last 
Thursday night for a sneak preview 
of the facility. "After the third or 
fourth game, you're can pretty 
much pick up on what's supposed 
to be happening, and you're 
hooked." 

"Yeah," added assistant manager 
Mike Breault, "we've already had 
people tell us. 'You'll be seeing us 
a lot'" 

the "filU laser adventure," as 
Carigan likes to call it, lakes 2S to 



30 minutes. Actual playing time is 
IS minutes. 

Ultrazone prides itself in being a 
family entertainment experience. 
The rules, he explained, are simple: 
"Basically it's no running, no 
crawling or climbing, no physical 
omtact, no unsportsmanlike behav- 
ior and just have safe fun." 

If someone gets out of hand, they 
can expect to be penalized points 1^ 
the Game Master. re{Boved, or in a 
few cases, "booted out." 

Ultrazcme also prides itself on be- 
ing a smoke-fee, dnig-fiee. alcohol- 
ftee envinxunent 

"What we're trying to get across 
is that this is a family-oriented 
busioMat'it's Inr Om ymmg «mI(M. 
8 to 80...a 100-yeffl^-old person can 
play, a* a child can play. We're go- 
ing to try and get a special zone 
started fw children 8 to 12." Cari- 
gan said. 

He foresees Ultrazone as a place 
where parents can drop off their 
children for an afternoon of fun 
while the adults go shopping. 

"But you gotta come pick them 
back iq)!" he laughed. 

Carigan also noted that in these 
violent times, this ultimate laser 
adventure does not promote 
"killing" other players or 
"shooting" the laser v/e^on. 

"We don't kill people," he 
sb«ssed. "We de-activate them. And 
we don't shoot them either, we fire 
at them. This is a harmless, non- 
vio^t game." 

It's also a great stress rdiever. 

"It's fun because I can play," 
Carigan grinned. "It I get stressed 
out, I just grab my laser and play a 
game." 

Reactions from the crowd 
during the Ultrazone preview [»rty 
were generally positive.

Hiose who didn't want Ncrih but 
couldn't bother to get involved bear 
equal req)opsibility with dtose who 
parittBd in the cboJce of a man 
whose best (only?) chance resided in 
a race with two other candidates, 
ptfoably three. This was an absurd 
premise on which to begin a cam- 
paign of this importance. 

But absent the baggage Horth 
brought to the race and could never 
shed, he was a superb campaigner. 
His ddicat diould not obscure the 
almost heroic personal effort he 
made and his composure under with- 
ning fire. 

Whether he desoved better than 
he got will never be known. B ut inso- 
far as our domestic pditics are con- 
cerned, perii^ at long last we cmi 
bury die messy histcvy of that final 
winding down of the Cold War in 
which North played a small but con- 
^icuousrole. 

In Virginia political history, 
there's no clear correlation in mea- 
suring ultimate success betweoi 
those nominated by primary and 
those nominated by convention. 
Given his high name recognition and 
ample purse, it's likdy Horth would 
have won a GOP primary. 



But it'swraigforafewparty lead- 
OS to have the last word in deciding 
whether to hold a primary. The Gen- 
eral Assembly could easily fix that 
but isn't likely to do so. 

It's hardly an academic qu^on. 
Only a year bom now, Virginians 
will begin to focus on the contest for 
the seat held by Sea. Jdm Warner, 
who said as lecendy as election ni^t 
he intended to seek die nomination of 
the Rq)uUican Party in a prinaiy. 
But his right to a primary may be 
challenged by GOP leaders embit- 
tered by his defection from North. 

While the public yawns, pundits 
will long debate Uie impact of 
Marshall Coleman's independent 
candidacy . It is probable that the final 
colUq}sing of Coleman's support 
down to a measly 11 percent gave 
Robb his margin of victory. But the 
overaU effect is less clear. 

Common sense says Coleman's 
final vote consisted mainly of Re- 
publican-inclined voters who 
couldn't stomach NorUi. and if 
forced to choose, either wouMn't 
have voted «- cast their lot with 
Robb. 

Clearly, diere weren't enough po- 
tential North voters among the 
227,000 Coleman got to change dte 
result 

In any event, you might have 
diought Uiat sometiiing in John 
Warner's mwal code would have 
prevented his tempting Coleman out 
{(X another beating. That Coleman 
alone among the candidates had the 
opening to be die candidate of new 
ideas and did not do so makes his 
demise doubly sad. To have gone 
down fighting tot things sensible 
people could salute would have 
given him some dignity in defeat, 
now denied. 

Robb deserves credit for con- 
stancy. Never in his dartest days did 
he give way to self-pity or de- 
magoguoy. And by sticking widi 
President Clinton and surviving a 
natimal disaster for his party. Robb 
may have proved himself a wiser 
strategist dian those Democrats in 
Tennessee and elsewhne who tried 
to rei»ckage themselves as Republi- 
caa sympathizers. 

\^di six years stretching before 
him, Robb is free at last to be the 



conventional national Democrat it 
was always in his soul — or his 
wife's — to be. 

Having been exonerated by Vir- 
ginia voters, it is no longer fair game 
to bring up those troubling questions 
tiiat ahnost brought him down. That 
is now ancient histray. 

The political landsc^ie Roltib will 
face in die year 2000 — should he 
seek a diird term — is beyond die 
power of mmal q)eculation. But he 
might {Kuise to reflect diat almost any 
Rqjublican odier dian North would 
have taken him out. and his 46-per- 
cent showing hardly a ringing 
aid(»sement 

I do not pretend to have measured 
in advance die magnitude of die 
wave diat en^ed Democrats, but 
tiie polls proved prescient You had 
to go back to 1946 to find a similar 
mid-term protest against the party 
hokiing die presidency. 

But diat came amidst post-war 
fiustrations after 14 years in which 
Democrats held bodi Congress and 
the White House. It was also widiin 
the context of an historic tradition of 
wide swings in party strengtii in Con- 
gress diat we haven't seem much of 
lately. 

Modem mid-term elections have a 
mixed recOTd in predicting the out- 
come of die presidential election two 
years later. Republicans won big 
congressional victories in 1938 and 
1 946 but couldn ' t win die presidency 
in 1940 or 1948. 

Democrats soHed in 1954. but 
Eisenhower had no trouble winning 
two years later. Ditto fm Reagan's 
first term: big Democratk gains in 
1982, followed by Reagan carrying 
49 stat^ in 1984. 

While die country seems to have 
rq)udiated Qinton. die GOP woukl 
probably make a mistake to assume 
that means it has embraced Republi- 
canism. 

But Clinton may be diat special 
case (tf a president who has perma- 
nentiy forfeited die trust of die mass 
of die peq)le and is now ripe fa- a 
strong challenge from widiin his own 
party. Pmi^nts so challoiged sel- 
dom see a second term.

Landsci^ie Servkes has continued to 
rightsize, but diere has not been a 
single layoff! I am obviously very 
pleased this could be accomplished. 
Our onptoyees are dedicated and 
hard wwldng and we fell diey de- 
serve this consideration. Avmding 
layoffs was achieved by tiansitioning 
employees u> vacant positions in 
Landscape Services and three had to 
be transferred to other city dq}art- 
ments. This no layoff policy ensured 
diat employee morale and productiv- 
ity could be maintained over the last 

four years. 

I would like to also endiusiasti- 
cally report diat last year all land- 
scqie maintenance servkes woe con- 
solklated into one organizational unit 
— Landsc^ Services. The mainte- 
nance functions fcx' all city i»rks were 
transferred to this divisicm. Also, Dr. 
Sidney Faucette, supointendent of 
schools, agreed to a pilot {HDgram by 
transferring all maintenance of 
grounds for schools, including fund- 
ing, to Landsc^ Services and diis 
ctmibined rffwt with schools has 
I»oved to be very succ^sfuL Now, 
f<x die fira time, those units who 
share a commonality of functions, 
have been meiged into a single unit 
Efficiencies that had beenantkqiated 
by consolidating have beoi realized 
aiid will be expanded. 

In additkm, we have been aMe to 
eliminate die perception of overlap 
and duplication of ^rvices. allocate 
resources in a more efficient manner,

Our programs have received 
bodi state and national recognition 
for being innovative and having wide 
citizen involvement 

Virginia Beach was the fu^t city in 
Virginia to establish an Adopt-A- 
Highway Program and odier com- 
munities have modeled dieir pro- 
grams after our program. 
Volunteerism is a significant way in 
which Landscape Services can pro- 
vide services to its citizens and serves 
as an excellent example of a city 
agency that maximizes its use of vol- 
unteers in a variety of ways. More 
dian 11,000 volunteers donated 
25,000 hours of didr time fffl^ a total 
value of $227,000 during die past 
year!
